Its avaliability has lulled 
to sleep natural prudence and quieted 
the alarm of moments of sahity in the 
spendthrift’s life. The increase of ap- 
parent resources by an easy resort to 
berrowing, the mortgaging of a patri- 
mony not our own to obtain materia! 
fo- present extravagance, the diversion 
of wealth from productive to unproduc- 
tive uses—all these have gone fufther 
than most of us realize. 

“The phenemenal increase of public 
expenditure has already produced a 
plentiful crop of public ills. It is one of 
the causes of the increase in prices now. 
disturbing the «people. This increase 
followS#in'‘a suggestive way the infla- 
tion of hational and local 5 ts. | 
average cést of ae et 
bé bought for practically every house- 
hold has increased about 50 per cent be- 
tween 1896 and 1900. During «the last 
year, there has been a marked lifting 
(of the price level. Foodstuffs cost from 
10 to 70 per cent more than 10 years ago. 

Hits Tarif and Extravagance. 

“The tariff is another cont#buting 
cause. It is true thet. it can furnfBr but 
& partial explandation.. For to only a 
limited extent can the rise in foc . prices 
be affected by or traced to the tariff. As 
to commodities that we export, the 
tariff is inoperative. It generally af-, 
fects prices directly as we become im- 
porters. Nevertheless, the tariff must 
bear its share of responsibility for ris- 
ing: prices. 

“Combinations which are actually in 
restraint of trade, which have monop- 
olized their field and are either con- 
trolled by a common secret management 
or a, Secret agreement to maintai  ex- 
orbitant charges, are partly responsible. 

“When due allowance has been made 
for the effect of these forces that make 
for dearer living, there still. remains a 
large‘ unexplained balance. This must 
be credited to the lavish expenditure 
which has now grown to be a national! 
trait. 

“The saving feature of our situation 
is that it is not complex, and that the 
remedy is.not obscure. The ideal of in- 
telligent economy must be restored. Let 
the rule be that every dollar unprofit- 
ably spent marks a crime against pos- 
terity, just as much as does the dissi- 
pation of material resources. Expendi- 
ture must be cut down all along the 
line, ¥ 

“Credit everywhere should bs con- 
Ssetved by a sharp scrutiny of new bond 
issues. The nation should reserve them 
for the crises of war; no state need 
ever borrow again if it is wisely and 
honestly governed.”

The Post-Dispatch is able to publish, 
for the first time, an authentic synop- 
sis of the document, which Creecy will 
be charged with withholding from the 
Police Board.

The first was made to Chief 
Creecy by Capt. O’Brien of the Mount- 
ed District on June 2, 1909, on infor- 
mation reported by Patrolmen John Ma- 
nien and Harry J. Trimmer. The sec- 
ond was made to Capt. O’Brien by Po- 
lice Chauffeur Thomas J. Gillaspy, son 
of the Night Chief. The third was 
Capt. O’Brien’s final report to Chief 
Creecy.

Former President Brags on 
England and Himself in 
His First Speech. 


| POINTS TO HIS RECORD 


Declares He Did Not “Care a 
Rap” for Criticism-of His 
Official Actions.

KHARTUM. ” eae,  earel 17.—Col. 
‘Roosevelt took Khartum off its feet last 
hight by a speech of extraordinary dra- 
matic power at the “‘stag” dinner given 
him \by the Sudan Club. In it he em- 
ployed compliments which had the ef- 
fect of adroit flattery in making the 
English officers feel exalted for their 


| accomplishments in Africa. 


In his opening sentences he dealt 
mostly with himself in a semi-humorous 
manner, saying: 

“When I was President I enjoyed it. 
It befell me to undertake the Panama 
Canal. 

“I was told the canal would not pay 
and I said I did not know that it would 
pay, but it was our nation’s part of the 
world’s work and I enjoyed hugely the 
chance to do it.” 

Roosevelt's theme throughout was 
“The White Man’s Burden,’’ of which 
he said he bore his share and his audi- 
ence felt that England and the United 
States carried what was left of the 
burden. He added that wall street on 
his. departure hoped every lion would 
do its. duty. 

Pokes Fan at Astronomer. 

“A Chicago astronomer predicted that 
I would never return from Africa,” ex- 
Claimed the speaker jubilartly. “That 
astronomer has another guess. 

“There was a good deal of turmoil 
at the beginning of the Panama oper- 
ations, but I enjoyed it all: There were 
moments when I enjoyed statesmanship 
more than the other fellow. And I didn’t 
care a rap for criticism, because I 
thought something ought to be done, and 
I was determined to do it.” 

Something like the _ irrepréssible 
Roosevelt of old flashed out when he 
stood within the walls of the fated 
Omdurman and reviewed Col. Hutchin- 
son’s Sudanese troops. Some companies 
were composed of splendid soldiers who 
once were cannibais. 

Col. Roosevelit’s face flamed with emo- 
tion as the physically perfect blacks 
in khaki uniform swept by, keeping 
perfect time to their band, which played 
hative marches adapted to musical 
brasses. The melodies reminded one of 
such droning as is heard on the Geor- 
gia cotton fields, plus a barbaric wail, 
but withal in perfect tempo. 

The “troops marching and (drilling 
equaled that of the West Point cadets. 

Asks “Can They Fight.” 

‘Can they fight?’ abruptly asked Col. 
Roosevelt of the Inspector-General at 
his elbow. 

“They fight as well as they march,” 
answered Slatin Pasha. 

Col. Roosevelt stood in front of four 
savage messengers of the Sultan of 
Darfur, who carried battle axes and 
two-handed swords. He was amazed to 
learn that Maru-Maru cannibals and 
Cardovanian Nubians were among the 
soldiery. : 

“The glorification of civilization,” he 
exclaimed. The pasty breakfasted with 
the officers in the Khalifa’s one-story 
palace. Later they visited the bazars, 
filled with spices, cloths, perfumes, sil- 
yer being wrought by artisans, tur- 
quoise, opals, &mber. On the way Ce 
Roosevelt halted before the Government 
school, where the students were grouped 
and made his first public speech there. 
»“T am glad to see here the astounding 
progress of the Sudan, and ‘I hope when 
the youths assembled grow to manhood 
they will do everything to perpetuate the 
present rule of peace and justice.’ 

Turning to the chiéf merchants, the 
former President added: — 

“Do everything to uphold the present 
government, which. is the cause of Su- 
dan’s magnificent progress, and to per- 
petuate the conditions to which you 
owe your every chance of future pros- 
perity.”’ ° 

An interesting event of the afternoon 
was the placing in position by Col, 
Roogevélt Or the keystone of the arch 
for the new cathedral, The affair was 
conducted with considerable ceremony, 
The former President also received a 
deputation of Syrians at. the palace. me 
gave over most of the afternoon to 
writing. The answering of his corre- 
spondence alone is a task that might 
discourage one less energetic, and in 
addition to this, the finishing touches 
remained to be. put upon several ad- 
dresses, while there was other Work of 
a literary character to be done.

Into Stock Returns for 
Ad Valorem-Levy.

Official Asks How Shops Do 

Business“With $400 Worth 
of Liquor. 





City Comptroller B. J. Taussig has a 
big stick and is going after hundreds 
of saloon keepers who, he belives, are 
dodging taxes on their business by mak- 
ing false affidavits as to the value of 
their stock in trade. 

Thursday the Comptroller put P. W. 
Byrne, an expert accountant, to work 
on the: books ik the office of Excise 
Commissioner H. 8S. Caulfield to ascer- 
tain the names of saloon men who are 
Paying taxes on what seems to be an 
unreasenably small stock. 

The situation is this: Under a state 
law, every six months the saloon keep- 
er is required (in addition to his semi- 
annual! license fee of $400) to pay an 
ad valorem tax of $9.70 per $1000. un 
-his stock. 

Of each $9.70 thus collected, $2 goes 
to the city, $6 to the School Board and 
$1.70 to the State. 

Since Jan. 1, the city has collected as 
its share of this tax $4622.75. Comptrol- 
ler Taussig believes that the amount 
should have been at least $16,000. 
Under Excise Commissioner Mulvihill 
saloon keepers were permitted to make 
a flat declaration of $1000 on their stock. 
When Commissiorer Caulfield took 
charge of the office he changed this sys- 
tem-and required each saloon keeper to 
make an affidavit as to the value of his 
stock and in many cases the figure was 
placed-at low as $400. 

The question in the mind of the Comp- 
troller is, ‘‘How c-n a man who has 
only $400 worth of stock sell enough 
beer and whisky to pay. a license fee of 
$400 and a tax of $9.70 every § six 
months?” 

The Comptroller and the Excise Com- 
missioner intend to lay the facts before 
the grand jury and indictments for mak- 
ing false affidavits may result.

BIRTHS RECORDED. 
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Cost It on Denver ine Fight 
and Wants to Aid 
Prosecution. 


By Associated Press. 

COUNCIL BLUFFS, Io., March 17.— 
Contrary to expectations, the Govern- 
raent ‘was unable to conclude by noon 
today its case against John C. Mabray 
and. his asspciates who are on trial 
charged with extensive swindling by 
use of the United States mall. 

The prosecutors today recéived a let- 
ter from J. J. Fleming of Rexford, Kan,, 
who declared he lost $17,000 on a prize 
fight at Denver. Fleming expressed a 
desire to testify. 

District Attorney Temple said nearly 
50 similar communications had come 
to his attention since the ttial opened. 
The amount named as having been lost, 
he stated, exceeded $100,000. 

Thomas Gay was recalled and de- 
scribed several letters which he testi- 
fied had been exchanged *between. de- 
fendants and himself through the mails. 
The Government this morning placed 
on the stand postoffice .clerks from 
South Bend, Ind., San Francisco and 
New Orleans, and Postoffice InSpector 
Ranger of Creston, Io., to-testify re- 
garding the alleged renting of postoffice 
boxes in those: cities by men now on 
trial and to identify the men’ who rent- 
ed them. 

Gay Recalled to Stand. 
Thomas Gay, 6ne of the indicted men 
who gave testimony for the Govern- 
ment, was recalled to tell further about 


 hetters he claims to have received from 


various defendants. 

Twelve civil suits scieaa. in the 
Federal Court by victims of the defend- 
ants are now on the docket. and may 
be heard immediately following the 
Mabray trial. These suits are for 
amounts ranging from $5000 to $30,000 
and the First National Bank, Ernest 
E. Hart, banker and Republican na- 
tional committeeman from this State, 
and Benjamin Marks, a defendant in 
the Mabray trial, are made the princi- 
pal défendants. . 
It is expected that most of the de- 
fendants will be placed on the stand 
and that many other persons from dif- 
ferent parts of the country will be on 
hand to testify.
